planet Mars. It was first observed 
at the Lowell Observatory on Novem- 
ber 3, the Martiah date then being 
what corresponds to August 16 with 
us. 
The frost was seen as a bright spot 
on the planet's sunrise edge, and only 
there, not continuing on the disk as 
the planet turned. 
It is evident that this bright area 
was hoar frost from the fact that 
it was gradually dissipated as it was 
brought into sunlight by the planet's 
daily rotation. In whiteness it rivalled 
the planet's south Polar cap and must 
have lasted for an hour and a half to 
two hours after the sun had risen 
on that part of the planet to be thue 
visible. 
Calculations show that ft lay in lati- 
tude 62 degrees to 65 degrees south, 
and longitude 170 degrees to 230 de- 
grees. It has been seen on November 
5. 6 and 7, and photographed on sev- 
eral plates. 
The repetition of the phenome 
night after night, combined with its 
restriction to certain Martian hours, 
shows that it was a diurnal matter, 
and the first steps of what is soon to 
be the snow covering throughout the 
dax of those latitudes. This is the 
first time this particular phenomenon 
has ever been observed.

so frequently use1 in municipal pris- 
ons to conceal the arrest of 
suspected of crime until such time as 
the arresting authorities can determine 
what charge to place against them, 
is unlawful. This admission was made 
in a settlement, of a $25,000 damage 
suit brought in the United States Cir- 
cuit Covrt by Howard Cooley against 
former Chief of Police John B. Martin 
and his bondsmen for illegal deten- 
tion. Cooley has been id an amount 
eatisfactory to him by rtin’s surety, 
and, in consideration, has dismissed 
his action for financial redress. 
Under the Detinue system, 
here and in other cities, prisoners are 
held in communicado at the pleasure of 
the police. In many instances, even 
the arrest is kept secret and no entry 
is made on the prison register, which 
the law says must always be open for 
inspection. 
Cooley was arrested here in May. 
1910, after he hed been pointed out 
to two policemen as an associate of 
a murderer wanted tn Chehalis, Wash. 
After being taken to the City Prison, 
he was placed in solitary confinement 
and no word of his arrest was al- 
lowed to leak out. At the end of 
seventeen days, he was discharged. 
He brought sult for $25,000 dam- 
ages against Martin. alleging that he 
had been denied the right of a habeas 
corpus Hearing. which guarantees 
every man or woman arrested 1 
be taken immediately before a mag- 
Istrate. 
The Detinue system has been prac- 
tically abandoned by the local police 
since the filing of the Cooley suit.

FRANKFORT (Ky.) Nov. 8.— 
While the President of the United 
States and a large assemblage, includ- 
ing many of those who wore the gray 
in the conflict between the North and 
— South, looked on today, a heroic 
onze statue of Abraham Lincoln was 
 wnvetied in the capitol building here. 
A new light was thrown on the out- 
standing character-figure of Abraham 
Lincoln today when President Taft, 
who came here to witness the dedica- 
tion of the monument, said: 
“I don’t think it is too much to say 
that Lincoln had the most judicial 
temperament of any man in history.” 
Mr. Taft paid his tribute with that 
of Kentucky's mark of reverence for 
her greatest son in the neu State 
Capitol when a monument to the war 
President, given by the descendant of 
a long line of Kentucky pioneers, was 
dedicated. 
“We are met to dedicate in this, the 
capital of Kentucky, a monument to 
her son, Abraham Lincoln. Lincoln's 
parents were lowly people from Vir- 
ginja and their course was Uke that 
of many others whe migrated from 
the Old Dominion’ into Kentucky and

The German postal system, with its pack- 
age post, does all the business that we 
leave to our express companies and does 
it much more cheaply. A package weigh- 
ing eleven pounds is carried to any point 
in the empire for 12 cents, and correspond- 
ing cheapness is maintained to the max! 
mum weight of 112 pounds. This cheap 
service is used in a thousard ways that 
would som rovel to Americans, Many 
families in Berlin receive weekly packages 
of meat and other supplies from distant 
parts of the country where prices are low; 
special shops in the big cities do an enor- 
mous package trade; army officers often 
send home their linen by post to be laun 
dered, and the summer tourist wanting to 
do a part of his itinerary afoot sends his 
baggage by post to any desired point. The 
postoffice also has a monopoly of the tele- 
‘graphs and telephones and supplies a 
cheap service with both. A charge of only 
12 cents is made for delivering a 10-word 
telegram in any part of the country; trans- 
mission seldom requires as long as two 
bours, and usually much less. Even small 
towns have long-distance telephone connec: 
tion, and the German telephone system also 
communicates with many foreign cities,

An elaboration of the aims and pur-

Entering the immense basement 
will content ourselves with a — 
mention of the many details. 

First of all, there are nine store 
basementa, each the full stze of the 
store above; with which they are con- 
nected by separate stairways. A large 
sidewalk elevator on Olive street con- 
nects by a wide passageway with ovary 
basement, thus avoiding the anno 
ance and ufisighti{ness of sidew 
elevators on the more important Bev- 
enth street. 

The remainder of the basement is 
given up to club purposes and contains 
a helps’ Kitchen and dining-room, 
club storage,..botler-room, elevator 


chinery, filters and such other numer- 
ous appliances as go to make up a 
complete equipment. 

WATER FILTERS. 

The filters deserve more than a 
passing. mention, They have a ca- 
pacity of 36,000. gallons bet hour and 
suffice to fl the mammoth plunge in 
four hours and a half. ‘These filters, 
which we are advised are the largest 
ever installed in a private bund — 
are 2 and remove all 
ment and dirt trom the water, leaving 
it clear and clean. In addition, hew- 
ever, they also.in «a large measure 
eliminate dangerous germs and render 
the water much more Lead- 
ing from the besement to the roof is 
a large brick stack with an inside 
ladder clear to the t In this stack, 
which “is Kit feet, e measure- 
ment, are contained the principal, 
plumbing pipes, electric wires, te.. 
in addition to the ! botler smoke- 
stack and the smal kitchen and 
ventilating stacks. 

In the basement you will also notice 
an immense footing of concrete which 
supports a forty-ton steel truss located 
eix stories above, which in turn car- 
ries all of the walls above the gym- 
nasium, thus rendering possible the 
elimination of columns which would 
prove so objectio e * that impor- 
tant room. 

THE GROUND FLOOR. 

Having completed a hasty inspec- 
tion of the basement, we will now pro- 
ceed to the ground floor. The ground 
floor is, aside from a portion of the 
basement, the only of the building 
not devoted excel to club pur- 


poses. 

On the ground floor are located nine 
large stores—#ix on Seventh street and 
three on Olive street: the main en-

y Approximately 65,000 women and a 
total of 152,000 men and women 
voters had registered in Los Angeles 
at 6 o'clock last night, according to 
returns made at the County Clerk's 
office and estimates given out from 
that office. : 

If the registration of today ts any- 
thing like as heavy as it was Thes- 
day and the numder 
women voters in this city who will 
be a ballot in the 
municipal election on December 5 
may reach 70,000, which is the high- 
est estimate the most sanguine of the 
suffragists had placed upon their pos- 
sible voting strength on se aA 
notice. 

At 6 o'clock Tuesday evening the 
Woman's Progressive League believed 
they had registered slightly less than 
2000 women for the day. By 10 
o'clock p.m. the returns for the after- 
noon and evening had greatly sur- 

their earlier estimate of the 
officers of the active organization and 
a count of the affidavits yesterday re- 
vealed a total of more than 3000 to 
their credit for twelve hours of work. 
For the second time this week they 
hadtpassed that high-water mark of’ 
registration and the chances are that 
their figures for yesterday will run 
equally as high. 

Last night they announced the com- 
pletion of a tremendous task. In four 
days they had concluded a house-to- 
house canvass by automobile of fifty- 
eight residence precincts, with the net 

It of nearly 11,000 women voters. 
This completes the precincts which 
they pledged Mayor Alexander they 
would cover. The only work they 
have in hand today is to check up all 
persons in doubt who have previously 
registered and to answer special calls 
Their telephone numbers are: 4441, 
F4436, Main 2160 and Main 2670. 
Any call on these numbers will be 
promptly answered by deputies with 
registration blanks in hand. For sev- 
eral days registration at the City Hall 
has been falling off and yesterday 
probably not more than 500 were reg- 
istered by the able force of women 
deputies at that point. 

The total figures for Tuesday, ac- 
cording to the count at the Registrar's 
office amounted to 8917, making it the 
banner day since the primaries. This 
number includes omen only. A 
heavy registration of men brought the 
day's work to more than 12,000.
